Nothing very definite is known about 
K cause of a nova outburst. It is ob- 
ious that the rate at which energy 


is released is terrific, and since energy 
cannot be created from nothing it must 
have existed in) the system in some 
form or another before the catastro- 
phe occurred,1' he added. 


One possible explanation is that "the 


rate nt which heat is generated in the 
interior of a star is for some reason or 
other increased and 'the lid is blown 
off'," Dr. Stromberg declared. 


''We do not know what determines 


(his rate. The heat must 
certainly 


come from sub-atomic processes, and 
these are as yet only incompletely 
understood."

"The reverberations from the first 


blows of Hie sledge hammer are felt 
throughout the universe—and when 
they reach our little insignificant plan- 
et we see a nova sparkling in the sky." 


Another explanation, he added, is 


that the explosions are caused by two 
stars colliding or coming into such 
close proximity as to result in a vio- 
lent disturbance. 


Nova Virginis is the sixth of its kind 


to be found in the long history of as- 
tronomy, observers classifying the out- 
bursts according to their brilliance. At 
their maximum brightness these super 
novae are 100 times brighter than or- 
dinary stars and shine with a radiance 
equal to 60,000,000 suns such as the 
one which makes life possible on 


Nova Virginis -is located about 7,000- 


000 light years out in space, a light 
year being the distance which a beam 
of light can travel in a year while 
moving at the rate of 186,270 miles per 
second. It is 29 seconds north of the 
leculeus of the nebula of Virgo. This 
constellation, which contains the white 
first, magnitude star Spica, is located 
on the celestial equator clue south of 
he handle of the Dipper.

camp is rated by many oldline poli- 
ticians as ono of the prime political 
developments of 1936. 


Of course opinions differ as to the 


ultimate consequences, but the feel- 
ing is general that a profound change, 
of one kind or another, is taking place 
with respect to the most-discussed of 
all of the "group movements" of the 
current era. 


This feeling is based in part on Do. 


Townsend's abandonment of his po- 
sition as a political independent, in 
part on the disagreement between him 
and his chief lieutenant, and in part 
on the vigorous handling of the Town- 
senders at the congressional hearings. 


Heretofore, those who have feared 


the Townsend 
movement have been

the Hauptmann prosecutors, to grant 
a further reprieve, was expected to 
tnko before the Pardons Court the 
results of his own recent investiga- 
tions in an effort to induce the court 
to delay the execution. 


There was no hope that the court 


would commute Hauplmann's death 
sentence to life imprisonment, but 
there was a possibility the governor 
might persuade it to set a precedent 
and grant a reprieve of several months 
to permit him to complete his investi- 
gation. 


Five Points

The Procedure 


Judge Hitter will be prosecuted by- 


three managers from the house headed 
by Representative Sumnvrs of Texas, 
chairman of the judiciary committee 
and a participant in two previous im- 
peachment trials. The defendant is al- 
lowed counsel and may testify him- 
self. Witnesses are called and cross- 
examined as in any court. The trial 
is open to the public. 


If two-thirds of the senators vote 


for conviction, the defendant may be 
removed from office and disqualified 
"to hold and enjoy any office of hon- 
or, trust or profit under the Um'ted 
States.' 


Judgment in impeachment cases may 


not extend further than this, but the 
person convicted "shall nevertheless 
be liable and subject to indictment, 
trial, judgment and punishment, ac- 
cording to the law.' 


Taps Home Food Supply 


LA PAZ, Bolivia— (K>)—Army 
en- 


gineers, building roads to La Paz from 
the mountain valleys on the eastern 
slope of the Andes, are tapping a 
new source of domestic food supply 
for the capital, especially of beef cat- 
tle. Most of the beef eaten here has 
come from Peru. 


Soil Conservation 


Farmers who wish to protect their 


farms from the destructive forces of 
soil erosion -should join a community 
farm improvement club or the Hemp- 
stead County Soil Improvement As- 
sociation, according to W. E. Mount- 
castle, county agent. 


Working as a group, farmers can se- 


cure the services of the Extension 
Service Agriculture engineer, Elbert 
E. Ka'rns, University 
of 
Arkansas, 


College of Agriculture, and with the 
County Agent, he will conduct local 
terracing schools. Practical 
demon- 


strations will be given to train local 
leaders to conduct terracing work in 
the communities in the county. 


Through the terracing school large 


numbers of farmers can be reached 
and information and a.«istance can be 
readily given in laying out terrace 
systems, construction methods, and 
farming practices. 


The urgent need of soil conserva- 


tion practices is quickly seen when it 
is realized that twenty to forty tons of 
soil per acre are removed from mod- 
erately sloping cultivated land, in a 
slnblc year, from erosion. Under se- 
vere rainfall on land with steep slopes 
this amount of soil might be lost in a 
§gle rain. 


i order to prevent soil washing, 


the rainwater must be retained on the 
field long enough for the soil to ab- 
sorb it. or be conducted from the 
field 
in an 
orderly 
manner. The 


cropping and tillage methods employ- 
ed must be so planned and executed 
that only a small amount of rainfall 
will le::ve the field, or be supplement- 
ed by construction of drainage chan- 
nels on land with a slope of one per- 
cent or more in such a manner that 
they will collect the run-off water 
and conduct it to suitable outlet be- 
fore it attains sufficient force to cause 
considerable erosion of the soil. 


Those farmers who live within the 


area of the Soil Erosion Project should 
take advantage of tho service in con- 
trolling the erosion on their farms. 
Those who do not live within this 
area should trtke advantage of the ser- 
vices of the erosion camp. There arc 
two Soil Conservation Associations in 
the county, one for those within the 
project area and one for those who 
arc not within this area. 


Buffalo Gnat 


The appearance of 
Buffalo 
GnaU 


this year has probably been delayed 
by the severe winter just passed, but 
there is still time for an outbreak. The 
very .serious Gnat invasion of 1934 oc- 
curred in April. 


Unfortunately, little can be dono in 


the way of predicting the severity of 
Gnat outbreaks, according to informa- 
tion received from H. H. Schuardt, 
Assistant Entomoligst, University of 
Arkansas, College of Agriculture. They 
often occur following major overflows 
of the large streams, and recent bio- 
logical findings appear to confirm this 
observation. 


Farmers should be prepared each 


spring to protect stock from possible 
Gnat 
outbreaks. Animals in 
good 


health, not kept in harness, usually 
are able to weather an outbreak, pro- 
vided with smudges and Gnat re- 
pellents. 


Effective methods of smudging, to- 


gether with the formula for a good 
lowcost, home made repellent, are re- 
viewed in Arkansas Extension Circu- 
lar No. 341 which you may get at the 
County Agents office. 


Strawberry Weevil 


Whenever strawberries are grown, 


the strawberry weevil has made its 
appearance and in many parts of the 
county it is the important pest on 
strawberries, 
according to 
W. 
E. 


Mountcastlc, County Agent, Klondike 
and Blakcmore plants are very -sus- 
ccptable to weevil damage, while Ar- 
moa and Smith's Premier are highly 
resistant. 


Strawberry beds bordered or sur- 


rounded 
by woodland or thickets 


which furnish shelter to weevils arc 
likely to be attacked, the County 
Agent was informed by W. J. Bnerg, 
Entomoligist, University of Arkansas, 
College of Agriculture. 


If weevils appear 
in 
appreciable 


numbers and threaten to destroy a 
large percentage of the crop, they 
may be checked by dusting the plants 
with a mixture of equal parts of lend 
arscnate and hydrated lime .The plants 
should be given a farily even while 
coating, using about twelve pounds of 
the mixture to an acre. The applica- 
tion is best made early in the morn- 
ing or late in the evening. If rain 
washed off the mixture, it should be 
replaced. If cold weather slows up 
blossoming two applications, may lie 
noco'sary. They should be about five 
days apart. When 
the 
majority of 


buds have opened the danger of weevil 
damage has passed. 


The strawberry weevil is a small 


snoul beetle 'a miniature edition of 
the boll wevil), about a tenth of an 
inch in lenylh and grayish or brown- 
ish in color. When the 
strawberry 


buds have appeared, but before they 
open, the female weevils deposit eggs 
in the buds (a.s a rule one egg in riirh 
bud) 
and cut them off. A scvurc in- 


1'Ctmn may prevent, blossoming en- 
tirely.

New Air Compass 


Reaches Far Out 


E l e c t r i c a l Experiment 


Stetches Million Miles 


Into Space 


By HOWARD W. HLAKESLEK

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—(/H—An air- 


plane compass is "flying" the equiv- 
alent of a million miles out in space at 
the Guggenheim aeronautical labora- 
tory of the Missachusctts Institute of 
Technology. 


The compass is set up in a magnetic 


cage, something that resembles two 
boxes, of ribs only, their sides being 
knocked out, one box inside the other. 
The box-like structures are two Helm- 
holtz coils. 


Inside them there is no magnetic 


field from tho earth, so that experi- 
ments can bo performed not other- 
wise possible except on a space ship 
after it had escaped the earth's field, a 
million miles or so out in the void. 


The experiment nt Tech promises to 


rid the airmen of one of his most ser- 
iously annoyances, known 
as 
the 


"northerly turning error" of the mag- 
netic compass. When a plane in flight 
makes a turn, the compass card, due 
to its delicate balance, and centrifugal 
and other forces, goes haywire. 


Professor C. S. Draper believes lie 


is on the road to a solution. The Helm- 
hclt/ boxes woke it possible to hn- 
itate the1 airplane swings in an area 
free from the earth's magnetic field, 
so a.s to learn the part played by the 
mans of the compass itself, the shape 
of its wildly swinging card, and the 
effect of he liquid in which the card 
turns. 


When these factors arc known, the 


inner box or Helmholtx coil is used 
to produce an artificial 
imitation of
